tbe new act went Into operation, 
and hence their protests were filed 
against the classification of their 
mfttthandlse under the McKinley act, 
and tbe cases were taken into court, 
with the result, as above stated, of a 
decision against their contention. 


Those Importers, however, who 


would have had to pay higher duties 
under the schedules ot the new act- 
notably tbe Sugar Trust of this 
country, which, Instead of getting 
the raw sugar for its refineries free 
as under the McKinley ace, had under 
tbe terms of the Wilson act to pay a 
tluty ot 40 per cent, upon the value 
of its raw sugar—of course, filed no 
protests and did not carry the ques- 
tion to the higher tribunals.

The allegation, however, that the 


customs revenue would have been 
larger since August 28,1894, If the 
McKinley act bad continued in force 
instead of the Wilson act is utterly 
without any foundation in fact: on 
the contrary, the statistics show that 
the receipts under the Wilson act as 
compared month by month with those 
received last year under the McKIn- 
ley act largely exceed ihose derived 
from the latter act, while the Treas- 
ury deficit has been correspondingly 
less. Thus for the month of May, 
1895, 
the deficit was •S.ase.lSS, while 


for tbe month of May, J894, it was 
•6,632,146; and while the deficit for 
the eleven months of the present 
fiscal year up to June 1,1895, (during 
nine months of which time the Wil- 
son act has been in force), was some- 
what less than 147,000,000, tbe deficit 
for the same eleven months of the 
preceding fiscal year (during the 
whole of which period the McKtnley 
act was in effect) was over $70,000,- 
000.
